INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT* 

THE COPYRIGHT NEGOTIA TIONS. 

. From the Critic, Sept. 9. 

The negotiations for an international copy¬ 
right treaty with Great Britain are alleged, on 
what authority we know not, to have been dis¬ 
continued. The American publishers, who are 
vitally interested in the matter, seem to be as 
much in the dark concerning the origin of the 
report as the writers for the daily press. Some 
time ago, it will be remembered, it was ex¬ 
plained that the chief obstacle in the path of 
the treaty-seekers was the demand of the English 
publishers that they should be allowed to mo¬ 
nopolize the manufacture of books by English 
authors, whether designed for the English or the 
American market. The injustice ol this claim 
was made clear to them, and they withdrew it. 
But no sooner had this obstacle been removed 
than another arose on the spot where it had 
stood. The English publishers consented to 
the manufacture in America of English books 
to be sold here, but insisted that they should 
not be issued within a certain period’(say six 
months) alter their appearance in Great Britain. 
This proposition could not, of course, be ac¬ 
cepted by the American publishers ; but (if we 
are not misinformed) the attempt to bring its 
advocates to terms has not yet been abandoned; 
and this one stumbling-block removed, there is 
reason to hope that there will be no further 
delay. Meanwhile the publishers are greatly 
puzzled by Minister Lowell’s reported state¬ 
ment concerning their opposition to a move¬ 
ment which they claim to have begun. What¬ 
ever may be the result of the negotiations for 
an international treaty, we are in a position to 
state that they have by no means been aban¬ 
doned. 

THE A UTHOR'S BEST FRIEND. 

From the New York Evening Post, Sept. 1. 

The apparent breakdown of the copyright 
negotiations between England and this country 
again calls attention to the singular condition 
of authors’ rights in both countries ; the absence 
of any international protection for them having 
produced a condition of affairs which no one 
ever anticipated, and which bids fair in time to 
work its own cure. 

The interest which always opposed interna¬ 
tional copyright down to* within a very few 
years, was that of the respectable publishers, 
and it was evident that until it could in some 
way be proved to them that piracy in the long

run would injure, not improve, their business, 
no international copyright law could ever be 
passed. Now, what half a century of argument 
and entreaty never accomplished, the agency of 
cheap piracy is rapidly and thoroughly effecting 
all over the world. 

The new race of pirates are actually doing 
what the respectable publishers always prom¬ 
ised to do in supplying the world with really 
cheap literature, and in doing it are they ruining 
the once profitable business of respectable 
piracy. A publisher who reprints in this 
country a popular English book, which he 
secures by paying the author for the sheets, has 
now, we believe, only about a week’s sales from 
which to derive his profit. At the end of that 
time the pirate has caught up 1 with him, pub¬ 
lished the book in a cheap form, and made the 
authorized edition unprofitable. The pirate 
carries on his business in perfect security and 
without the slightest risk. He waits for the 
appearance of a popular book, and the moment 
he sees that it is likely to be profitable to the 
regular publisher, he takes it away from him and 
pockets whatever it brings. The week’s start 
which the publisher has is, in fact, a distinct 
advantage to the pirate, for it furnishes a test 
as to the popularity of the book. 

It must be confessed that as a system of 
piracy this far surpasses anything the world has 
ever seen. Marine piracy, even in its most 
flourishing period, was always attended with 
great risks. The pirate might at any time have 
to give battle and fight for his life, and if he 
was caught he was immediately hung. But 
a literary pirate is not only not an outlaw; 
he is protected by the law. He is the product 
of law. After two generations of discussion of 
protection of literary property, the cheap pirate 
is what we have to show as our contribution to 
the progress of the world ; and the curious part 
of the matter is that we know him to be a pirate, 
and call him a pirate, and denounce him as a 
pirate, and yet do nothing to suppress him. 

The trouble is, moreover, by no means con¬ 
fined to the United States. Precisely the same 
causes which have been at work here have been 
also at work in Canada, and similar effects 
have been the result. The passionate longing 
for “cheap books,” which displayed itself so 
early in the United States, developed itself 
about a generation ago in Canada, and has pro¬ 
duced a chaos of legislation, in the midst of 
which the pirate has made his appearance, 
astounding the publishers who had been foster¬ 
ing the demand for cheap literature, by making 
it cheap at their expense. 

It must not be forgotten—it is a fact which 
the pirate himself never forgets—that such 
legal rights of authors and publishers as exist, 
are involved all over the English-speaking 
world in profound confusion, owing to conflict¬ 
ing legislation and judicial decisions. An 
enormous amount of legal ingenuity is spent all 
the time now in devising means of getting inter¬ 
national copyright by some trick or device 
which will render the pirate helpless. Thus far, 
however, in the struggle the pirate is far ahead. 
Mark Twain’s recent attempt to get the better 
of him By means of a trip to Canada only 
showed how strongly entrenched was his 
position there. It is by Canadian publishers 
that the tale has been told. 

The Canadians have laws of their own, en¬ 
tirely different from the English law, on the 
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subject of copyright. Any foreigner can take 
out an English copyright by virtue of spending 
a day at Quebec or Montreal, but to get a Ca¬ 
nadian copyright he must actually live in 
Canada permanently. Mark Twain, finding that 
he could not get one, thought he might as well 
secure the other, and when he had got both an 
English and an American copyright, felt tolera¬ 
bly secure. But now it turns out that the Cana¬ 
dians, in their anxiety for cheap books, got the 
English Government, some thirty-five years ago, 
to pass an Order in Council authorizing the 
importation into Canada of foreign “reprints” 
(*.<?., cheap American pirated books), on con¬ 
dition, however, that a duty of 12-J- per cent 
should be levied in the Canadian custom¬ 
houses for the authors’Jbenefit. Under this pro¬ 
vision, Mark Twain’s book, copyrighted under 
the English statute and reprinted here, could 
be imported into Canada and sold there so as 
to yield him a revenue. The Canadian pirates, 
to meet this difficulty, published an edition of 
their own, and advertised that they would 
supply American customers “by mail.” This 
could hardly be done to any considerable* ex¬ 
tent, but the result of Mark Twain’s trip, so far 
as Canada is concerned, is that the Canadians 
do indeed get the book cheap, but they get it at 
the hands of the cheap pirate, much to the dis¬ 
gust of his respectable rivals. 

A very slight consideration of such facts as 
these will convince any one that the pirate is 
doing a great work—a work which no one else 
could do. He is teaching the publishers all 
over the world that to protect themselves they 
must protect authors. It is easy to see that 
authors by themselves would never have ac¬ 
complished this without the aid of the pirate. 
Legislation with us is controlled to a great ex¬ 
tent by capital, and authors have no capital, ex¬ 
cept their brains, which count for little in such 
matters. What was needed was that the owners 
of the capital connected with literature, and by 
means of which it is carried on, should be made 
to feel that they were being preyed upon. That 
they now feel it, and feel it acutely, is evident 
from the attempt to get a treaty, and the 
amusing disclosures as to the working of the 
Canadian laws. The treaty has broken down 
because the publishers of each country want it 
arranged in such a way as to benefit themselves 
to the exclusion of their rivals in business. 
The failure of the treaty, however, brings them 
face to face with the startling fact that there is 
no alternative between universal piracy and an 
alteration of the law which will put literary 
property on the same ground with all other 
kinds. The author’s best friend, therefore, is 
at present the pirate. With every volume he 
steals he is doing more to help bn the cause of 
reform than all the “royalties” and “honorari¬ 
ums” paid to foreign authors from the begin¬ 
ning of time. 

THE NEW PIRA TE. 

From the New York Evening Post, Sept. 4. 

In the discussion which has been going on 
for a year or two past with regard to inter¬ 
national copyright nothing has been more no¬ 
ticeable than the fact that the new Pirates have 
refrained from taking any part in it. The authors 
have explained their views, the respectable pub¬ 
lishers have explained theirs, but the Pirate has 
said nothing. No interviews with him are re¬ 
ported ; he writes no magazine articles ; he has 


nobody in Washington to represent him ; he 
simply goes on plundering, and allows the dis¬ 
cussion of his occupation to be carried on by 
those whom he plunders. 

It should not be supposed that he is silent 
from having nothing to say. If the new Pirate 
desired, to defend himself against the abuse 
which is heaped upon him, he would find plenty 
of materials without much difficulty. The mag¬ 
azines and newspapers of a generation ago 
and the files of the Congressional Globe are full 
of arguments to show that piracy of foreign 
books is one of the main bulwarks of national 
progress. See, it used to be said; what a mul¬ 
titude of beneficial results flow from it ! In 
England the public, for some reason, wants 
dear books. Here the public wants and must 
have cheap books. If there were an inter¬ 
national copyright law, the public here would 
have to buy the copyright edition, or, in other 
words, it would have to pay twice as much for 
the book. Now, much of our most valuable 
literature comes from England. Macaulay, 
Scott, Dickens, Thackeray, and innumerable 
other authors are needed by us*; and if we do 
not steal them, the result will be that the 
spread of knowledge will' be restricted, and 
literature, instead of being open to the public 
at large, will be restricted to a class—an idea 
of which no great and free people will endure 
the thought. It was by arguments of this sort, 
in and out of Congress, that piracy was for a 
long time defended in this country, and it was 
not wholly abandoned by the publishers even 
after they began to give “honorariums” to 
foreign authors. 

Now, the new Pirate never resorts to this argu¬ 
ment at all, though he has a far better reason 
for using it. The publishers whose place in 
the affections of the people he wishes to take 
never did produce, even by piracy, a really 
cheap literature. They,and the statesmen who 
helped forward the discussion of the copyright 
question in Congress, were always saying that 
literature should be cheap, but all they actually 
did was to sell English books for the same 
price that American books of a corresponding 
class brought. But the Pirate has in a twink¬ 
ling made the entire body of English litera¬ 
ture dirt cheap. All the stores of history, 
science, criticism, fiction, and humor possessed 
by the race have been suddenly brought by him 
within the reach of the humblest citizen. Books 
after all, even in this country, were before the 
day of the Pirate a luxury. He has brought 
them within the reach of the elevator-boy and 
bootblack. 

Yet the Pirate never says a word about it. 
He never calls upon the public to notice what 
a noble work he is doing. He never writes to 
the newspapers to point out what a blight 
would fall upon “culture” in the United States 
if piracy were to be stopped. He does not 
“ claim” to steal for the public good. He 
simply steals and publishes and publishes and 
steals. His business is a new one, and the 
type of man that carries it on is new also. He 
appears to have many of the qualities which 
Carlyle used to admire so much and to call 
4 upon others to admire with him. He is strong, 
stern, and silent ; a foe to shams of all kinds, 
not wasting any time in foolish talk, but seeing 
the thing that is to be done and straightway 
doing it with all his might; not trying, either, 
to mawkishly “ suffer and be strong/’ but being 
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strong and letting others suffer. No windbag 
this, surely, the philosopher might have said, 
with weak pretence of benevolent motive ; 
rather a Man, scornful of such pretence, with 
keen insight, as far as he sees, into the Veracities 
—mainly bent on taking and keeping. 

The fact that publishers and authors have a 
dislike for the Pirate, and abuse him roundly, 
should not blind us to these qualities. The 
Pirate himself probably entertains a profound 
secret contempt for both publishers and au¬ 
thors. He knows very well that if they could 
agree to give international protection to literary 
property, they could bring his business to an 
end at once. But they do not agree, and it is 
their disagreement that enables him to prey 
upon them. In doing this work he is indirectly 
giving us what we have always demanded— 
“ cheap books.” This has been the way with 
strong men from the beginning of the world. 
Cromwell, Frederick the Great, Caesar, Tweed, 
Jay Gould—all have produced indirect ben¬ 
efits to society that they never intended or 
dreamt of. So does the Pirate. When the 
strong man §omes somebody has to be sacri¬ 
ficed. That is the way the world is governed. 
Authors and publishers might have gone on 
with their silly squabbles about “ right,” and 
“law,” and “property” for a hundred years. 
The Pirate settled the matter for them in a 
month. 

THE BOOKS OF FOREIGN A UTHORS. 

From the Sun, Sept. 11. 

The Evening Post has been writing a great 
deal of late about the cheap reprints of foreign 
books, especially novels, which, with news¬ 
papers, now furnish the people with a great 
part of their reading. It calls the inventor of 
this form of publication the “New Pirate,” the 
“ Old Pirate” having been the publisher of the 
more expensive reprints formerly in vogue. 

The “New Pirate,” according to our con¬ 
temporary, is Mr. Munro, the manufacturer of 
an enormous quantity of the ten-cent reprints, 
and it makes him the object of much sarcasm. 
As a matter of fact, we believe the originator of 
that form of publication .was not Mr. Munro ; 
but it is not important who invented the new 
form. Its consequences are the serious matter. 
It has affected the book publishing business in 
this country to an extraordinary extent. The 
people now buy nearly all their light reading, 
and that is about three quarters of all they read, 
in the form of reprints, which are sold at prices 
not much above,those of newspapers. Former¬ 
ly an English novelist of reputation was able to 
get from an American publisher a very con¬ 
siderable sum for the advanced sheets of his 
book. The publisher paid for the privilege of 
bringing the novel out first here, and what was 
called the courtesy of the publishing trade 
commonly gave him the field to himself so long 
as the demand for the book was active. The 
theory was that respectable publishers would 
not interfere with him by getting out rival 
editions. In practice, however, they interfered 
more or less frequently. Sharp controversies 
as to what the courtesy of the trade required 
were frequent between the most reputable 
houses. 

Then the cheap reprints came along, and 
payments for advanced sheets to foreign novel¬ 
ists were greatly reduced, or ceased altogether. 
The publishers bought nothing valuable in 


getting the opportunity to bring the book out 
first. The cheap “libraries,” as they were 
called, scouted the courtesy of the trade, and 
would have the story out only*a few days later. 
Foreign novels could not be sold, as before, 
for fifty cents and seventy-five cents, but must be 
put on the market for ten and twenty cents, and 
that, too, with the probability of cheap compet¬ 
ing editions. 

Of course the public were gratified. They 
got their reading much cheaper than formerly. 
Moreover, the mass of the people began to read 
a much better class of novels than before. For 
the price they had paid for the vilest trash they 
could now buy the best fiction of Europe, not 
only current fiction, but that of the past. 
Other popular books besides novels began to 
be obtainable in these reprints, and it soon 
became evident that the people preferred the 
superior literature, and had only bought the 
inferior because it was cheap. 

But meantime the English author is worse off 
than before. His work is more popular with 
us than ever, but he cannot even get his old 
payment for advanced sheets. The American 
market brings him in nothing. 

Even for him, however, the revolution in the 
book trade may prove advantageous in the end. 
It is making the old publishers advocates of an 
international copyright, and that would speedily 
follow if it were not for the British publisher. 
He does not want an international copyright for 
the benefit of the British author only. He wants 
one which will increase his own profits. He is 
anxious to get the American market. He fights 
for the chance to manufacture the books written 
by English authors and sold here. 

But the British publisher works in vain. We 
shall never have an international copyright 
with England of the sort he craves. We are 
willing to give the English author a copyright. 
The justice of that everybody concedes. But 
the American edition of his book must be 
printed and published here. 

What justification has the Evening Post for 
talking about the “ New Pirates ” and the “ Old 
Pirates ”? If an article is unpatented and 
unpatentable in this country, of course our 
citizens will be likely to manufacture it without 
paying a royalty on it, provided the business is 
profitable. Nor are they pirates when they do 
it. They do not plunder anybody else’s prop¬ 
erty, for the foreign author has no property in 
his book in the United States. The people to 
assail are the men who are preventing an inter¬ 
national copyright, which will protect the rights 
of the English author ; and those, as we under¬ 
stand the matter, are the English publishers. 


THE TAUCHNITZ EDITIONS. 

From Boston Advertiser. 

A recent account of the Tauchnitz edition 
states that the famous “ Collection of British 
Authors” contains 2051 volumes, of which 
only 74 are public property which may be re¬ 
printed anywhere without permission, while 
1869 volumes by 177 British authors have been 
copyrighted for circulation on the European 
continent, under express agreements with the 
authors or their representatives, who receive a 
royalty, while 107 volumes by 21 American 
authors have been reprinted under special 
agreements, there being no copyright treaties 
between this country and Europe. The Ameri- 
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can authors receive a compensation for their 
concession to Baron Tauchnitz. Volume 1000 
of the collection, being Tischendorf’s critical 
edition of the English New Testament, enjoys 
copyright everywhere. Is it claiming too much 
to say that the astonishing success of the Tauch¬ 
nitz collection is due, at least in part, to the 
honorable dealings of its projector, who has 
satisfied the demands of honest trade, of 
honest publishing, and of honest authorship ? 
And what publisher has ever issued a who 16 " 
foreign literature with perfect justice to all 
interests involved and with profit to every 
person connected with the series, whether as 
publisher, mechanic, dealer, buyer, or reader? 


A LIBRARY IN HONOR OF MR. HUGHES. 

In view of the fact that the colony of Rugby 
has successfully overcome its first difficulties, 
and that there is now every probability of its 
becoming a permanent and growing community, 
the Hughes Public Library, established at the 
suggestion of American publishers, should 
receive the pecuniary support of every one who 
remembers Mr. Hughes’ warm friendship for 
America, or who is interested in the library 
development of the country. The building 
has been completed, the books contributed 
have been received, and what is now needed 
is only some’ $600 to cover the deficit in the 
erection of the building and other expenses 
incidental to the establishment of the Library. 
That so : small a sum can be readily raised there 
is no doubt. But there is danger that it may 
not be raised as quickly as it should be, and 
that its very smallness may render people in¬ 
different toward contributing. The second 
anniversary of the founding of the colony, 
October 5, is the date selected for the opening 
of the Library, and it is to be hoped that the 
sum desired may be received before that time.

THE BOSTON PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

The thirtieth annual report of the Boston 
Public Library is notable for the special re¬ 
port by Mr. Furness on the Shakespearian col¬ 
lection in the Library, which shows not only 
what the Library has, but also what it lacks, 
forming thus an excellent rdsumd of what a 
Shakespearian collection should be. The exam¬ 
ination made by Mr. Furness was one of several 
undertaken by experts at the request of the 
trustees, that they might learn where the various 
departments were lacking, with a view to 
“ filling gaps.” Mr. Chamberlain is continuing 
his admirable work of aiding the public school 
teachers in guiding the reading of their scholars, 
a work which will do much to silence the 
criticism on the harm which public libraries 
may be doing to the very young. As to the 
fiction question, a majority of the examining 
committee think the authorities have done all 
that is incumbent upon them in controlling 
its reading, and a minority think there is room 
for still more supervision. The report contains 
the usual tables, which show the increase in 
books to be 13,239, making the total in the 
library and its branches 404,221. There is a 
slight diminution in the circulation, which is, 
however, balanced by its improved quality. A 


surprisingly small number of books have.been 
lost, and the reports from those in charge of 
the different departments and branches show 
most cordial relations with the public. 

JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

Macmillan’s new monthly, which ?s to be 
edited by John Morley, will be called the Eng¬ 
lish Critic. 

The Calif or nian will assume the name of the 
old Overland magazine and will hereafter bear 
on its cover the familiar “grizzly” design. 

An interesting article on booksellers and 
newspapers in the Isle of Man is contained in 
the August number of the London Bookseller. 

In November the Longmans will publish 
Longman ' 1 s Magazine , for sixpence. The con¬ 
tributors include Freeman, Froude, Lord 
Lytton, Justin McCarthy, Smiles, Mrs. 01 i- 
phant, Huxley, and Tyndall. 

The publication of a curious collection of the 
London signs of booksellers, publishers, and 
printers, up to the end of the seventeenth cen¬ 
tury, has been commenced in the September 
number of the Bibliographer. 

St. Nicholas has a long array of attractions 
for the coming year. Beside the serial story, 
“The Tinkham Brothers’ Tide-Mill,” by J. T. 
Trowbridge, there will be a historical novelette 
of the thirteenth century, by Frank R. Stockton, 
author of “ Rudder Grange,’’ etc. ; “ The Story 
of Robin Hood,” by Maurice Thompson, author 
of “ The Witchery of Archery;” a capital story of 
the battle-field of Plevna, during the Russo- 
Turkish war, by Archibald Forbes, the war cor¬ 
respondent ; a novel play for young people, by 
William M. Baker, author of “ His Majesty, 
Myself,” with other plays and special features 
by E. S. Brooks, Mary Cowden Clarke, and 
others ; an article on Elizabeth Thompson, the 
celebrated painter of battle-scenes, written by 
her sister, and illustrated with several fine 
sketches by the artist herself, drawn expressly 
for St. Nicholas. Then there will be a short 
serial dealing with the great Mississippi flood 
of 1882, and stories by Louisa M. Alcott, H. H. 
Boyesen, W. O. Stoddard, Joaquin Miller, Noah 
Brooks, Edgar Fawcett, and other distinguished 
writers. The new year of St. Nicholas begins 
with the November number.

the Maiden,” showing Peter Stuyvesant tramp¬ 
ing through the snow with his wooden leg, lead¬ 
ing by the hand a young girl decidedly of the ap¬ 
proved Boughton type ; the engraving is credit¬ 
ably done by F. S. King. E. A. Abbey has two 
blocks illustrating Mr. E. C. Stedman’s poem, 
‘‘The Dutch Patrol.” Arthur Quartley and 
Alfred Parsons provide the drawings for T. B 
Aldrich’s song,.“ The Voice of the Sea,” which 
has. been set to music by W. W. Gilchrist, and 
J. Alden Weir, who has a genre picture he 
calls “ A Little Sabot.” The literary portion is 
entirely the work of American writers, with but 
one exception ; that is, Thomas Hardy’s story, 
“A Legend of 1804.” Stories are also provided 
by Mrs. Spofford, George P. Lathrop, J. C. 
Harris (Uncle Remus), who writes of a new 
celebrity, “ Mingo ; ” Frank Millet, who tells of 
“ A Double Christmas and W. D. Howells, 
who furnishes a charming novelette, a com¬ 
panion to his “ Parlor Car,” which he calls “A 
Sleeping Car.” Elihu Vedder has designed the 
cover, which will be printed in colors ; he also 
furnishes a double-page supplement, “The 
Youthful Samson,” a strong and characteristic 
piece of work. 


The first volume of a large work on the 
Electric Light will shortly be published at the 
office of Engineering, London, written by sev¬ 
eral contributors under the general editorship 
of Mr. James Dredge.
